The Republican managers admit that 
the president holds the lead, but they 
find in the polls taken within the last 
week that Hughes is steadily gaining. 
If these gains prove at all general the 
Republicans believe Hyghes stands a.

braska electoral vote, but by a plurality 

that probably will not exceed 5,000.

WOMEN’S CLUBS TAKE POLL. 


Miss Harriet E. Vittum, director of 
the women’s department of western Re- 
publican headquarters, yesterday issued 
the following statement on the result 
of a state-wide “straw vote being 
taken in women's clubs: 

“In thirty-five clubs in Chicago and 
throughout the state which have re- 
ported, 1,176 votes were cast.

Unlike most previous pastoral letters, | 
it dealt with secular rather than eccle- 
siastical affairs. It reviewed conditions 
in the United States, in Europe, and in 
the orient and pointed out to this coun- 
try the threat that lingers in a national- 
ism which assumes the ugly role of 
group selfishness or false patriotism.” 


No Isolation Possible. 

The letter in part follows: 

„America is involved today n world- 
wide confusion, which finds its most 
acute expression in the battlefields of 
Europe. No seif-isolation on our part 
is possible. The fortunes of the na- 
tions are interwoven as the threads of 
a tapestry. 

“Interest can never again be section- 
al. The world is henceforth one, for 
the time being in a disturbed and suffer- 
ing unity, in days to come in a unity 
where order and health will reign. 

Here and ‘there’ are merely terms 
of lifeless space. The longest distance 
in the human brothernood is but from 
the head to the feet of a quivering, sen- 
sitive body. Political expediency may 
in war time require neutrality of the 
state, but it cannot hold in leash the 
sympathies of the individual citizen.

Organized charities in Chicago are also 
beginning to fee! the higher cost of 
living—right in the midst of these days 
of prosperity of which so many cam- 
paign orators are talking. 

In order to save 2,000 families from 
undernutrition, cold, and lack of tloth- 
ing. drastic action was taken yesterday 
by Supt. Bugene T. Lies of the United 
Charities of Chicago. After a confer- 
ence with Mrs. Katherine M. Briggs, 
general district secretary, Mr. Lies 
called a meeting of all the district sec- 
retaries for Monday. 

This will be the first of a series of 
meetings devoted to the problem of rais- 
ing “family budgets to meet the in- 
creased cost of living." 

Visiting housewives also will be called 
into the conference to give their views. 


2,000 Family Budgets. 

We now have 2,000 families per month 
who are pensioners,” said Mrs. Briggs, 
“and we provide each of these with a 
family budget. Most of them are de- 
penderits, unable to earn their own 
livings. The budgets vary widely, of 
course, depending on the circumstances 
and former mode of living of the fam- 
ilies. But we have had many reports 
within the last few weeks showing that 
these families cannot make ends meet 
on the same allowance they had last 


year. , 
“The effects are noticeable in the 


undernourishment of the children, who 
are getting along on & poorer quality of 
food, and also in the unserviceability of 
clothing they are now forced to wear. 


There will have to be immediate in- 
creases in the allowance all along the 


line, especially in view of the fact that 
coal prices are soaring and winter is at 


hand." 


Cite Case of Widow. 7 
As an example of how much these in- 


creases may have to be, this case was 
cited: 

| Mrs. Blank is a widow with four chil- 
dren, She and her oldest son earn to- 
gether $16 a week, which is equivalent 
to $12.40 after carfare and lunch money 
is deducted. For the last year they have 
managed to get along on this amount, 
although their scale of living previously 
had been much higher. | 


Yesterday the woman.called at the 
United Charities and officers went over 


her family budget. It was found that 
she was ekimping on neceasities so that 


the children were undernourished and 
poorly clothed. 


Needs $15 More a Month. 

After careful consideration the United 
Charities officials foun that this case 
needed $15 more per month to exist 
properly. For the mere existence of 
this family of five $709 a month was 
found necessary instead of $64, which 
had been ample last year. This is an 
increase of 23.4 per cent. 

There was no material change in the 
quality of food or clothing or the 
amount of rent over last year in this 
example. If the same percentage holds 
good in the other 2,000 cases the United 
Charities for this work alone must have 
an immensely greater fund this year 
than last.

Cooked that way 
in its own steam, it is delicious and fit 
for a king. It can be covered with a 
cream sauce, but is better without 

While the best vegetable marrow 
might be excellent cooked as above, and 
Hubbard squash is good so prepared and 
‘then mashed, it is an expensive way 
when the fuel consumed in the cooking 
is gas, unless several things can be 
cooked at the same time. These vegeta- 


be cooked in an incredibly short time di- 
rectly over the fire, in a covered utenail. 

The flame may be no more than such 
as will just keep alive. A little water 
to start the steam, but only a few table- 
spoons, is needed at the start, as it is 
not in the oven where the heat is not so 
concentrated. I have cooked Hubbard 
squash for mashing in ten minutes in 
this fashion, while in the oven in the 
closed casserole it was hardly done at 
the end of forty minutea with a good 
deal of fire.
